The two chief Slovenian Cominformists are reported to be Ivan Regent and 
Lay Ambrozie. Regen: is a minister in the Slovenian Govarament although 
has Cominform leanings are allegedly knewn to the UDB in Ljubl jana. 
Regent, a native of Trieste, fled from the Fascists in 1923 and went <o 
dive in Ljubljana. Before the war he went to Moseow where he worked for 
the Comintern. After the war he returned to Ljubljana and has remained 
there. It has bean rumored that. Ambrozle, formerly a general, is in 
Viera st the presant time. 
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
